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PEEFACE 



This book has the following distinctive features : — 

1. Little space is given to sentences. 

2. The lessons are not distinguished as oral and written 
exercises. 

3. The arrangement is such that a word is not a key- 
to the spelling . of the succeeding word : for instance, the 
words that contain ei^ ie^ ea^ etc., are so irregularly grouped 
that the pupil must acquire each word ; this arrangement 
stimulates attention, promotes studiousness, and, while 
seemingly increasing present difficulty, adds rapidly to 
the pupil's powers not only to acquire, but also to retain 
the words. 

4. In the Reviews the most difficult words are repeated 
frequently and in varied combinations ; the word seize^ for 
example, occurs in seven lessons. 

Successful teaching of the lessons requires : — 
1. That the teacher take the place of a dictionary 
until the pupil has learned how to use it. That the script 
sentences in the book are so few suggests what the book

at once admits, namely, the greater ability of the teache 
in any exigency of a recitation, to make a sentence (th 
simpler the better) to illustrate the use of a word. Th 
teacher should pronounce the words, and use them i 
sentences familiar to the pupils. 

2. That, at the close of a recitation, the teacher giv 
help upon the next lesson ; pupils should be led to kno^ 
the meaning or use of the words whose orthography the 
are expected to retain. 

3. That the class exercise be a combination of writte 
and oral spelling, and that each pupil learn every word.
